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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not commensurate in scope 
with the claims. Specifically, claim 25 fails to recite the amounts of ingredients which may provide the unexpected advantage. Regarding 
claims 26 - 30, the claims stand rejected for the reasons of record. It is maintained that the cited references teach that each of the 
claimed ingredients were known in the art as anti-proliferation agents, and that it would therefore be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to combine known agents together for their common effects. Regarding Bombardelli, it is noted that the reference specifically teaches 
that cochicine and its derivatives, to include thiocolchicoside, are known to have antineoplastic activity.
